NON-ESSENTIALS 


All kind# of food, especially w h eat, m eats, 
fats and su g ar should be econom ically used. 
No food shall be hoarded. 
H oarding la the 
holuing, co n tractin g or a rra n g in g for food by 
any person in excess of his reasonable re­ 
quirem ents for use or consum ption by him ­ 
self and dependents fo r a reasonable tim e. 
This does not re fe r to stocks of hom e-grow n 
.egetables and hom e-canned or preserved 
raits. 
AU householders who can en tirely elim i­ 
nate the use o f w heat until th e n exl h arv est, 
lbout Septem ber I, should do so. 
H ouseholders who are obliged to u^e w heat 
heuld not use m ore th an a to ta l of I*/* 
pounds of w heat flo u r or p rep ared w heat, in 
any form , per person per week, including the 
wheat flour in V ictory bread, and including th e w heat flour or 
prepared wheat in crackers, p a stry , m acaroni, breakfast and othar 
foods. 
Victory bread is bread manufactured by bakers under the rules 
if the United States Food Adm inistration. 
In estimating flour 
consumption 194 pounds of Victory bread map be conaidered equal 
to I pound of w heat flour. 
In buying wheat flour an equal w eight of other cereals as sub­ 
stitutes for wheat flour m ust be bought pound for pound. This 
is the 5C-50 rule. 
In buying m ixed flours, the substitu tes in them 
nay be counted, so that a sm aller proportion of substitutes may 
De bought with these flours than w ith w hite flour. 
In buying 
graham and whole wheat flours (containing not leas than 95 per 
f eat of the entire w heat) 6 IO pounds of su b stitu tes shall be pur­ 
chased m'ith every pound of such flours. 
W heat flour substitutes are hom iny, corn grits, 0 0 m meal. corn 
lour, edible conv starch, barley flour, rolled oats, oatm eal, rice, 
rice flour, buckwheat flour, p o tato flour, sw eet potato Tour, soya 
bean flour; and feterita flour and meals. 
Householder* in towns and rttie# m ar not buy morn than one-eighth 
br.rrfel of 
our or two pound* of siMtar at any on* time 
H ouseholders !n 'ha 
country r ay not buy mort* than mw four .h of a barrel of flour or five po.m d*

In no e v e n t shall any purchaser have more thun Hi 
days’ supply of either on land. 
I'oueeholder* should not use mare than \ pounds of sugar per person 
per week 
In addition to the above, however, sr-tar may be used for home ranning, 
Mid will be available to tho householder for that purpose upon his signing a 
certificate that such sugar Is d esired and will be used only for »hu‘ p urpose. 
No w h e a t flour, or prepared wheat in any form, should be used tor *■> pur­ 
pose other than human consumption 
No wheal fit for human tonsum piion 
should bs used for other purposes.
